Now IJ aminform’d, That the Law does not dired 
or empower them to ac this Violence; and I bein, 
no Sea-faring Man, or Vagabond, am not legally li- 
able, and thus the Fuftices who once Difcbarg’d 
me, told the Officers, and that had a good Aion; 
aga.nft them——Now I defre you to Anfmer 
me this Queftion. 

“© Whether if they have no Legal Authority 
“ to Prefs me, or Infule me; Ihave not, by 
the Freedom of an Engli{h Subjed, a Right to- 
“6 refift their IMegal Violence ?:And whether I 
‘© may not as lawtully-Kill a Man, that, withort 
* any Authority, feizes my Perfon, as him that 
“* no more Illegally Robs me on the Read, or 
‘+ breaks open my Houle ? 

This is a Nice Enquiry, and I moft humbly 
ask the Pardon of our Superiors, if the Anfwer 
I muft give it, being Confonant, to Truth, 
Reafon, and Law, fhould feem to have any o- 
ther Afpeét than I defign it. . 

‘I do confefs, that Iam of the Opinion, that 
Imprefting Men into the Sea Service, who are 
not Seafaring Men, or as we vulgarly, tho’ im- 
properly, call them-Seamen, js an Illegal Unju- 
Rifiable Violence. 

And tho’ I do diftinguifh between Preffing 
Seamen, .and Prefling Men never at Sea ; yet I 
would not be fuppos'dto allow, that even Pref- 
fing any. Seamen, or others, is Legal; but i: 
will be eafily allow’d,. that to Prefs Land Men, 
is lefS Lawful, and iefs Juftifiable than the o- 
ther. 

Now, .as to the Cafe in hand, If a Man in 
Gommifhon, or not, for that does not alter the 
Cafe, does an Illegal A&t, he is anfwerable to 
the Law, may and muft be punihh‘d for ic, or 
elfe Juftice is fo far fulpended, and the Law 
difpenc’d with, and a Man under pretence of 
the Service of the Publick, robbing me of my 
Liberty, and taking me Prifoner, without any 
Legal Authority fo todo, is punifhable by the 
Law without doubt; becaufe he has broke the 
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aw in offering Violence, and Injury to aa Tn 
nocent Perfon. 


As to Refiftance and the Nice Cafe of Blood, - 


here propos'd tome, itfeemsa very plain and 

eafie Cafe. 3 
The Lawallows no Refiftance, or Contenti- 

on, but where the Offenders cannot be brought 


to Juftice, or the Mifchief detign’d, can ne o- 


ther way be hindered. 

A.Highway-man, a Houfe-breaker, or a 
Murtherer,ought not to be:kill’d ,no not in the 
very Faét, if you can fecure him, and make 
him a Prifoner without It ; for killing him,is 
making your felf Judge and Executioner with- 
outa Commiffion; if you.cannot take him, nor 
no otherwife prevent the Mifchief defign’d by 
him, you may lawfully kill him. This feems 
piaio, becaufe if you have taken a Murtherer or 
Highway-man Prifoner, and fhould kill him af- 
terwards, it would be Murther, and you ought 
to die for it. . 

From hence,my -Advice to the Writer of this 
Letter was thus: If you are Affaulted by Prefs- 
Mafters, without doubt, you may ftand upon 
your Guard, and demand their Authority to 
PrefS you that are no Seaman, and requirethem 
to carry you betore a Juftice of Peace, to deter- 
mine in the Cafe according to Law. And J am 
bold to add, 

Whoever he hall be, Prefs. Atefer, or other, 
in Commifficn, as well 25-0nt of Commiffion, who 
ihall refufe to go before a Magiftrace, to make 
cut his Authority, but will by Violence, Affault 
and take Prifoner,a Man that is no Seamen, and 
carry hin to Sea, againit his Will; without 
doubt, he isa Thief, a Robber, a Murth«rer in 
the Eye of the Law, and may be treated ac- 
cordingly. 

Nor does my Determining thus, fo much as 
tend towards hindering even the Prefling Men 
into the Service, whether Legal, orno; but to 
hinder its being done in that Rude, Barbarous, 
and Scandalous manacr, as is praétis’d, to the 
Reproach of the Englifo Nacion, and the Ins 
tollerable Oppreffion ofa Bree-boca People : Of
